death of a big chief upon the wanton 
slaughter of a venomous reptile.

Wandering home through tho dark , 
winding byways, you pass cloak ed fig­ 
ures, whispering at the iron bound wiu- 
| dows. 
They are the lov ers of Sev ille, 
pelando la pav a (pl'ick ing the turk ey), 
ns they call it. With the lattice slightly 
open, the fair Sev illana sits in her dark ­ 
ened chamber 
talk ing in whispered 
tones to the gallant without. 
The old 
folk s, weary of tie* task of chaperonagn, 
after look ing the daughter in a rooru 
barred lik e a prison cell, hav e gone to 
bed, and for hours, sometimes the en 
tire night, the xffbmccd lov ers look 
through the grating into each other’s 
eyes and whisper the nothings of lov e. 
It would seem cold or mfort to a north­ 
ern swain, but the Spaniards say the 
iron bars are a neoessary ev il there in 
Spain. In Spain there 
a re life and color 
and pietiiresquenegs ev erywhere, and 
you think the » Spaniard was born to lie 
an artist’s model. 
In tin* maze of tortuous streets about 
the mark et one sees something of the 
life of the people. 
There the white­ 
washed houses are outlined against the 
brilliant sk y in rambling perspectiv e, 
and the g r a c e f u l tower of some parish 
church, its brown walls moss grown, its 
bright tiles shining, rise sharp and ch ar 
into the blue abov e. Dark maidens with 
glossy hair and warm color in their 
cheek s gaze idly from the miradores 
abov e upon the countless people in the 
streets below. 
The cobbler hammers and stitches in 
his smok y little shop without w indow 
or door, glasses click in the bodega, 
sleek cows with mournful eyes and 
tink ling hells stand silently chewing 
their cuds in the milk man's stalls, and 
the dainty feet of shaggy donk eys patter 
on the cobble stones as the patient lit­ 
tle beasts, beneath their panniers of 
straw or charcoal, (bread their way 
through the crowd. You wander along, 
pick ing your way through the good na 
fur« d assemblage, until you reach some 
little plaza with its church, where beg I 
gars sun themselv es upon the flagstones, 
and the pucstos, or booths of the street 
peddlers, with graceful, colored awn 
ings, are scattered picturesquely about 
the pav ement. There tlx* dazzling sun 
light casts fantastic shadow s on the ye] 
low and hi 10 walls of the houses mu! 
ticolored pots or festoon4 of cotton 
prints hang in the dingy shops, gullai 
(los dandies of the street- gossip in 
groups or ogle the passing maidens, 
dogs snooze in mm ny spots und crowds 
of idlers cluster about some barrel or 
gun or blind guitarist. There is a booth 
near bv where a bronze sk inned gypsy 
is c<K)k mg molleU s ealentitos, a sort of 
greasy flour oak < fried m oil, and a wine 
puesto with its earthen jars,and huge 
bottles of red ur 1 yellow wine, and 
there v agos loitc r to eat and drink . 
One can linger for hours in flu* streets i 
of Sev ille, watching the people and I 
talk ing with them, too, for the Anna 
lusiaii of the lower classes is the best of 
fellows. There is a democratic freedom 
in his manner, at once respectful and 
cordial, which is unlik e the obsequious 
ness or boorishness of the common pen 
pie of other countries, 
lie is slow and 
ev en lazy, but, lie commands rcsptct, und 
nowhere can one meet such civ ility and 
heartiness as is shown by the Andalu­ 
sian peasant. But you must unbend and 
meet him half way. 
He does not lik e 
Saxon stiffness, and a cordial word or 
the offer ot a cigarette will accomplish 
more than a handful of silv er. 
When you go into a bodega of the 
people where aguardiente is sold at a 
cent a glass, the habitues all greet you 
with a word of welcome, and the bar 
k eeper serv es bis liquor with a courtli 
ness which is Uhcstcrficldian. They are 
rough places, those common tav erns. 
There is one m particular, across the 
riv er in Tnana, w here the toughs of He 
v illo-—the mutinies, they are called - 
gather to drink and quarrel. 
They say 
that ev ery Sev illian who is spoiling for 
a fight goes there, and many are tlx* 
cutting affrays in which nav ajos are 
drawn. With mantas wrapped about tlx* 
left arm, the duellists crouch and slow 
ly follow each other around, watching 
the opportunity for tlx* fatal spring, 
just as they do in Carmen This taherna 
of the bullies is a low, dingy place, 
spanned by high beams black ened by 
ages of cigarettes and dirt 
It is open to 
the street on two sides, and supporting 
the corner beams is an old iioman col­ 
umn \s Inch look s as though it may hav e 
been standing since the time of Trajan. 
1 ix* floor is ot dirt, and in one corner are 
a low table and three or four cane seat 
edchairs. There are dirty bottles on the 
shelv es and coarse prints of bullfighters 
on tlx* Wiills, 
Behind the bar is the 
k eeper of the resort, a low browed ruf- 
liaii, with little weasel eyes, set close 
together and a k nife slash across his un 
shav en cheek , 
lie look s a prince of cut 
throats, but ev en he has a k indly greet­ 
ing and a civ il word, as hav e his ous 
tomers who lean upon tlx* bar. But tlx* 
honest work man out for a holiday w ith 
his best girl or the bourgeois and his 
friends picnick ing in the env irons un 
der the shade of oliv e trees, are reallv 
more interesting. 
These true Andalu­ 
sians will always welcome a strung« r, 
they will always share their sour wine 
and sweet cak es, and the bright eyed 
girls of the party will dance tlx* grace­ 
ful Sev illaua to the time of castanets, 
and if you speak Spanish you may chat 
with them all and feel when you leav e 
that you hav e met real friend's. 
Tlx re 
are no people so friendly and witty and 
gracious as the Andalusians.—Cosmo

He says that the 
healthiest and purest liv es come from 
those who do not eat meat before the 
age of 1 o. 
Potatoes, sliced thin and fried, are in­ 
digestible. While tasting delicious, they 
afford no real nourishment and cause a 
derangement of the liv er. 
Cak e clogs the stomach. 
All rich 
pastry is poison to the liv er. Soft cara­ 
mels and creams are also bad for any 
orx* with a liv er at all rebellious. 
When you get old, look out for your 
food. 
Do you ev ery notice that grand-' 
father’s face is not as jolly as it used 
to In ? IDs strength of mind also seems 
slowly disaj pen ring, though he is get­ 
ting fleshier ev ery day. 
He needs a 
change of food. 
Probably he has been 
eating buck wheat cak es and sirup, white 
Bread and butter, sugar, fat meats, etc. 
(riv e him lean meat and fish, crack ed 
wheat and potatoes, barley cak es, rye 
bread or southern corn cak es. 
Try it, 
and instead of moping and sitting round 
the house ¡ill day you will find him run­ 
ning around liv ely as a crick et. 
Maybe, on tlie contrary, In* is growing 
thin and pale. 
Then he needs buck ­ 
wheat and molasses, fat meats, mashed 
potatoes in milk , northern corn, crack ed 
wheat and fish, oatmeal porridge and 
fruits ev ery morning. 
All rules hav e their exceptions, and 
tlx* diet described for the mass may not 
answer for exceptional cases, but tlx 
following directions ¡ire good for tlx 
majority: 
Milk is the simplest and most natural 
food. If you cannot drink it, yourstom 
ach is m a diseased condition. Cheese is 
¡i good substitute, if mild, fresh and 
made from pure milk and cream. 
Per 
sons who liv e mostly on v egetables hav e 
the best nerv es and the best complex­ 
ions. 
Red pepper is an excellent condi­ 
ment. 
Its effect upon tlx* liv er is re­ 
mark able. 
Mularia, intermittent fev er 
or congestiv e chills cannot endure tlx 
presence of red pepper. Pure red pepper 
(k nown ¡is cayenne) should be on ev ery 
table. 
Ill health is caused largely by im 
proper food or ty food which is in a bad 
condition when it is eaten.

and 16 9 4 in Leipsic. 
From the first, 
howev er, the conv entional oriental cof­ 
fee cup, without stem or handle, was 
little used, and in Germany not at all. 
The Chinese teacup was used for tea, 
coffee and chocolate as well. Specimens 
of porcelain were undoubtedly intro­ 
duced into Europe in the middle ages, 
yet not till the sixteenth century were 
cups imported from China in any great 
quantities, and ev en then it was as ar­ 
ticles of v ertu. 
Most of these found 
tiieir way back to China again, as col­ 
lecting porcelain is a lasting fad there, 
and high prices are paid for good spec­ 
imens. The collection of Chinese porce­ 
lain, if only the genuine specimens are 
desired, requires immense study and 
k nowledge, ¡is the Chinese are sk illful 
imitators and put numerous falsifica­ 
tions on the mark et.—Jewelers’ Circu­ 
lar.

27, 1825, with Ste­ 
phen son as the father of the ev en t The 
Stockton an d Darlin gton railway had 
been bu ilt, an d, throu gh his persisten t 
importu n ities, laid with iron , in stead of 
wooden rails. 
It had been in ten ded 
merely for horse draft, bu t the in v en tor 
prev ailed u pon the own ers to allow him 
a trial of his steam locomotiv e. 
Stephen son himself was the driv er on 
that occasion , an d, before a tremen dou s 
crowd of cu riou s an d for the most part 
in credu lou s people, he drew a train of 
n early 30 wagon s, loaded with passen ­ 
gers an d coal, at a speed of 12 to 15 
miles per hou r. Thu s the first train that 
ev er carried passen gers made its jou rn ey 
in safety , an d the en thu siasm of tin * 
mu ltitu de was in describable. 
Bu t, n otwithstan din g this demon stra­ 
tion , the locomotiv e was still u n merci­ 
fu lly ridicu led by the majority . 
Nor 
was this ridicu le con fin ed to the ign or­ 
an t classes. 
The ablest en gin eers con ­ 
ten ded that it was ridicu lou s to su ppose 
that steam cou ld ev er be practically em­ 
ploy ed in competition with horse power 
for tran sportation . Almost in credible as 
it may n ow seem, it is a fact that politi­ 
cal econ omists in v eighed again st the rail­ 
way an d the en gin e as con stitu tin g an 
imagin ary reform, which, ev en if su ccess­ 
fu l—which was v ery dou btfu l—wou ld 
depriv e stage driv ers, teamsters an d in n ­ 
keepers of their liv elihood. 
It was iu 
the face of an almost u n iv ersal opposi­ 
tion , of the wild, u n reason able kin d, 
that a few men , led by the great Bte- 
pben son , labored steadily on ward an d 
fin ally established the railroad an d the 
locomotiv e as in stitu tion s of the lan d. 
—North American Rev iew.

This is the con su mmation that ev ery 
frien d of German y an d of hu man ity 
mu st dev ou tly wish. It wou ld brin g ad­ 
v an tage to both sides an d pu t an en d to 
au tocracy . 
The empire wou ld hav e to 
aban don its attempt to retu rn to me­ 
diaev al mi litary despotism an d allow its 
su bjects large liberty of thou ght, speech 
an d action , while the socialists wou ld 
hav e to aban don t heir n otion of the state 
as a mere econ omic beehiv e an d accept 
it as the great in stitu tion for raisin g 
man abov e slav ery to phy sical n eeds in ­ 
to spiritu al freedom an d cu ltu re. In this 
way German y might l>e stron g withou t 
bein g en slav ed, an d the presen t con di­ 
tion 
of 
thin gs, 
again st which all 
thou ghtfu l Ei'm rebel, might come to an 
en d.—Professor Thomas Dav idson 111 
Foru m.
